* TUE OUTBREAK UNPREMEDITATED. 

be outbreak at East St. Louis today seems 

t Pave been wholly unpremeditated. The 
rg. bed been busy in all the yards, with but 
pht iuierferences till noon, and it was 
bught that the day would pass without any 
monstration by the strikers and that it 
buld be recorded as one of the quietest since 

estrike began. At that hour, however, a 

amber of strikers, without apparently having 

rmed any preconcerted plan,  congre- 
hied at Relay depot and began The dis- 
ission of the general situation. As the time 
assed their number was augmented until the 
briginal knot of men increased to fally -two 
undred. The discussion became animated 

d the crowd more demonstrative, until some 
ne proposed that they go to the Louisville and 
‘ashville yards and drive out'the_mén em- 
ployed there. Thecry of “Onto the Nash- 
ille yards!” was caughtup, and the crowd ad- 
vanced. As they proceeded their numbers 
gain increased, some joining the mob simply 
is. spectators, while others were in 
ull sympathy with the ~* movement, 
il from 300 ‘to 400 men were 
advancing toward the yards. Arriving there 
hey swarmed into the yards, and persuaded 

€ men at work to desert their posts. The 


rowd remained in the yards for sometime, | 


nd, although considerable excitement pre- 
railed, no violence was resorted to. 

Just at this time, however, a Louisville and 
Nashville freight train was slowly passing, 
guarded by eight deputy sheriffs. 

ARMED WITH WINCHESTER RIFLES. 

Crowds of men, women and children had 
ongregated on Broadway, where the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railway tracks cross the 

reet, and also upon the Broadway railway 
bridge, which spans Cahakia creck. Just as 

his train-reached the Broadway crossing the 
trouble began. The crowd on the bridge be- 
gan to yeijl and jeer at the officers, and it is 
asserted that stones were thrown, and it is 
also said that a pistol was discharged. 

The deputies immediately leveled their 
rifles and 7 hoes 

FIRED TWO VOLLEYS 
into the crowd on the bridge, with the result 
noted above. 

The greatest excitement prevailed immedi- 
ately, and pandemonium reigned. The crowd 
fled in every direction, and when the deputies 
realized how fearful was the result of their 
fire, they sought means of escape by rushing 
for the bridge, with the view of fleeing to this 
City. At the approach, and just at the bridge 
tower, on the east side, they were met by 
Mayor Joyce, City Clerk Canty, and a third 
man, who seized the deputies’ guns and 
endeavored totnim them back. One of the 
deputies in, his terror,fired upon the trio, kill- 
ing aman named C. E. Thompson, who stood

to all pedestrians and teamsters to run back. 
Women and men on foot were running toward 
the city and waving back all they met, while 
immediately behind came the deputies pur- 
eued by the vanguard of the crowd from [ast 
St. Lonis. One of the frightened guards 
threw his gun into the river, while another 
threw his weapon into a wagon that was in fall 
retreat. On arriving in thecity deputies went 
at once to the Chestnut street police st tion, 
where, after stating the facts, they surrender- 
ed to the sergeant in charge, and were taken 
to the Four courts, where they were placed in 
custody, after giving the following name:: P, 
G. Newlett, John Hagen, Sam Jones, John F, 
Williams, G. Luster, Stewart Martin, George 
Marvell and W. F. Laird. 

About half an hour after the shooting 

AN EXCITED AND ANGRY MOB 

gathered on the square between the city hall 
and the police station. A man named Dwyer 
Gamble, in no way connected with the strike, 
became the center of the crowd, who cheered 
the incendiary statements which he uttered. 

Te urged the men to ‘hang aud kill,” and 
was in the midst of an appeal to the mob to 
follow him to the Ohio and Mississippi depot 
to “hunt for the deputy sheriffs,””’ when John 
W. Hayes,a member of the general executive 
committee of the Knights of Labor, M. O'Neill 
and Knight of Labor Brown arrived from this 
side. > 

Brown, who travels with the general board 
inthe capacity of. Knights of Labor ora- 
tor and lecturer, mounted the stairs leading to 
the police station and yelled at the mob for 
attention, but the infuriated men answered 
him with : 

. “Hang the curs!” 

“Kill them !”’ 

Hayes, who was standing at Brown’s side, 
turned to a prominent knight and asked him 
to introduce Brown to the mob asa represen- 
tative offthe general executive committee. The 
man replied in a frighted manner: 

“Tf I do, they’ll hang me.” 

Brown turned on him and said: 

“Yes. If you don’t, they ought to hang 
you,” 

Then turning to the mob, which kept up 
the cry to “kill, kill, and burn,” Brown began 
an impassioned appeal for quiet, law and or- 
cer,and by sheer force of his earnestness, 
riveted the attention of the crowd, but udly 
fora few minutes at a time, for they would 
break away from the spell of his eloquence 
and take up 

THEIR REVOLUTIONARY YELLS. 

Brown said in the most earnest manuer: 

“Men and brothers, for God’s sake keep 
qniet! IT implore you in the name of humani- 
ty: in the name of the great order of the 
knights of Labor; in the name of every law, 
both of order and of your country, to restrain 
yourselyes and do no violence. Remember 
that you are our sworn brothers. Do not for- 
get that you are knights, and that you are 
pledged to obey the laws of the order and the 
commands of your committeemen.” 

At this point Dwyer broke in: 

“Yes, why don’t you talk for Jay Gould and 
be done with it. They shot down our men 
and you ask us to be quiet. I say hang t hem!” 

Now took up the words, crying: 

“Burn, kill and shoot!’’ 

Brown pointed his finger at Dwyer and 
asked him, “Are you a Knight of Labor?” 

Dwyer dodged the question and yelled: ‘‘Kill 
thef brutes!” 

“Are youa Knight of Labor, 
Drown. 

“No,” answered Dwyer, “but I’m with them 
on cverything, you can bet!” 

“j knew that vou were not a Knight,” said 
Brown, tnd continuing he said: 

1 know that no knight would talk as you 
co. Again,, brethers, I appeal to you to be 
calm and disperse to your homes. If you will 
not obey our laws, remember that you are 
foresworn; that you are no longer Knights of 
labor. Brothers, I beg of you do not be rash. 
What, oh what, willthe knights ofthe coun- 
try think of you? Oh, what 
will the whole world think 
of our great order. Don’t forget how hard we 
worked to build up our order. Oh. don’t tear 
it down in ruins by one rash act. All men who 
incite you to strife are not true knights. They 
are worse than detectives of railroads who are 
irying to hunt youdown. Shun them; shun 
them as you would a murderer.”’ 

While Brown was speaking, Committeeman 
Hayes walked excitedly up and down the 
platform, exclaiming in a despairing manner: 

“Oh, my God! my God! I wish this had not 
happened.” 

His eyes were watery. He was almost cry- 
ing, and when he addressed the mob after 
3rown his voice failed, and he was obliged to 
pause for utterance. Hayes’s speech was of 
the same tenor as Brown’s, as was also that of 
©’Neill, who followed him. Casper Heep, 
another prominent Enight who had arrived, 
was busy among the crowd, trying upon the 
more excited individuals arguments which 
the committeemen were urging from the plat- 
form. 

After a while the temper of

and they dispersed with threats to avenge the 
deaths caused by the deputies. Mayor Joyce 
after his encounter with the deputies on the 
bridge, when he attempted to arrest them in 
their flight,went through the excited crowds to 
his office. He attempted to calm the men, but 
found it was useless. Streets and sidewalks 
were blocked with men, women and children 
who rushed in every direction. Reaching his 
office about an hour afterthe shooting, he at 
once issued a proclamation to close all saloons 
and warning the women and minors to keep 
off the streets. He was seen with Bailey and 
Hayes, of the Knights of Labor, who were 
urging him to do all in his power to calm the 
men. He said that he had notified the gov- 
ernor two weeks ago, butthat he had done 
nothing and that he, the mayor, was utterly 
powerless. 

A few of the more violent of the strik- 
ers who gathered at the city hall, after arming 
themselves, announced their intention of 
witacking the deputies on guard at 
t Ohio and Mississippi yards, and

near the yards they were met by several dep- 
uties and fired on, and. one of their number 
was killed. They say that some of the depu- 
ties who failed to escape with those who fled 
to thit city were chased by the crowd into the 
freight warehouse and ‘eilices of the Louisville 
and Nashville company. The warehouse was 
surrounded by an immense crowd who 
HOWLED AND YELDED ) 
and urged one another to attack the streng- 
hold and drive the depnties out. The men 
went along the crowd urging that arms 
be procured and all the deputies they 
could find be shot.

ALL QUIET AT MIDNIGHT. 

The situation in East St. Louis so far as can 
be learnedjat midnight has been} pretty quiet. 
Comparatively few people wereon the streets 
after dark, and only small knots of men con- 
gregated and discussed the sad events of the 
day. Later in the evening two companies of 
militia, one from Decatur and one from Nash- 
ville, Illinois, came in and were assigned to 
quarters. Stilllatera good deal of excite- 
ment was caused by the discovery of firein a 
car loaded with hay in the Louisville and 
Nashville yards, but no damage was done be- 
yond the burning of the car. About 11 
o’clock fire broke out in the Cairo Short Line 
yard at the lower end of the island, and 
meagre reports from there at midnight say 
three or four cars were burned, but no other 
damage done. Two fire engines and an extin- 
guisher were sent over from here soon after 
the fire in the Louisville and Nashville yard. 
It was*through their assistance that no more 
property was destroyed. 

. MILITIA ORDERED OUT. 

Governor Oglesby, of Illinois, at half-past 
five o’clock this afternoon, ordered out eight 
companies of militia. Some ofthe troops ar- 
rived in East St. Louis tonight. Messrs. Bai- 
ley and Hayes, of the executive board, and P. 
B. Brown, a prominent Knight, spoke at the 
meeting held in front of the city hall this af- 
ternoon, and appealed to the Knights to obey 
the laws of the country and to rigidly observe 
«jl the principles of the order. 

ARRIVAL OF MILITIA. 

Three more militia companies from Spring- 
field and one from Carlimsville came about 
midnight. The Louisville and Nashville 
freight house is now guarded by troops, and a 
company will no doubt be sent to the Cairo 
Short Line. 


FIRING ON A SHERIFF. 


A Crowd of Strikers Shoot an  Oilicer 


own. 

LITTLE Rock, Ark., April 9.—Between mid- 
night and one o’clock this morning Deputy 
Sheriff Williams, who has had charge of the 
force of deputies guarding the St. Louis and 
Iron Mountain round house and machine 
shops at Augusta, opposite this city, was ap- 
proached by F. H. Darby, a leading Knight of 
Labor, and notified to take his force away or 
they would be put out. Williamssaid: “I'll 
take you in now,” and taking Darby locked 
him upinoneofthe rooms. Just then the 
outlines of twenty or thirty men were seen a 
short distance away and Williams ordered 
them out, saying that he wasthere to guard 
the property and would do it if he fell in his 
tracks. Some one from the crowd replied: 

“WELL, THEN DIE!” 

and an irregular shooting between the depu- 
ties and assailants began. Probably a hun- 
dred shots were fired, and Williams was dan- 
gerously wounded by a bullet in the right 
side and one or two other lesser wounds in 
other portions of his body. The mob soon 
after fled. 

It is reported that several men were wound- 
ed, but if so they were taken away by their 
comrades, Sheriff Wouther was telegraphed 
for,and hurriedly collected a posse and went 
over to Argenta. Near the south end of the 
Iron Mountain railroad bridge three men were 
halted and arrested. One, Charles Stepp, had 
a double-barreled gun; another, Cook, a ticket 
agent, Was intoxicated and abusive,

A strong guard was placed about the round- 
house and shops, and obtaining an enginejand 
car, Williams and the four prisoners were 
brought back to the city. Everything is quiet 
this morning. Williams’s condition is pro- 
nounced critical. He is well known, very 
popular, andis a sonof Colonel B. D. Wil- 
liams, formerly superintendent of the Mem- 
phis and Little Rock railroad. 


DISCHARGING THE FIREMEN.

Trouble Expected With the Brotherhood on 
Account of It. 

St. Lovis, April 9.—Master Mechanic Bart- 
lem, of the Missouri Pacific railroad, yesterday 
sent totwenty-three of the firemen who left 
their engines during the first partof the strike 
and have been out since. a notice tbat their 
services were no longer required by the com- 
pauy, and requested them to call for their pay 
at his office. This action may possibly result 
in agitation among the firemen that will cause 
the case of these discharged men to be taken 
up byfthe Brotherhood, and if that is§done the 
twenty-three men will either be reinstated by 
the company, or there will bea strike of the ™ 

3rotherhood along theSentire system. The 
Brotherhood has very carefully drawn]a con- 
tract with the company, and the circumstan- 
ces under which firemen may be discharged 
are plainly related. The firemen in this strike 
have persistently claimed that they were not 
on strike, but had left their engines because 
they thought it safer to do this than to stay on 
them. 


SENTENCING THE STRIKERS. 


Eight Rioters Sent to Jail by a Federay 
Judge. 

ELPaso, Tex., April 9.—Judge Turner, of the 
federal court today, passed sentence on eight 
strikers who were guilty of unlawful conduct 
during the recent disturbances. He said he had 
no desire to punish the prisoners unduly,and yet 
he felt that he must make of them an example 
which would not be forgotten, for the protec- 
tion of society and the government itself. He 
said he considered that the young men in 
question had been misled, and that he placed 
the blame on prominent members of the 
Knights of Labor order. He referred to Pows 
derly and Irons by name, and was especially 
severe in his condemnation of the interference 
with the operation of public highways. Seven, 
of the prisoners were sentenced to ninety days 


Jn jail, one to thirty days, and one was dis- 


charged. 
INDICTING RIOTERS AT FORT WORTH. 

Fort WortTH, April 9.—The grand jury 
today, returned indictments against Thos. 
Mace, the striker who was wounded in last 
Saturday’s fight, and Edward Shaw, who 
hauled the strikers to the battlefield, charging 
them with murder in the first degree. An in- 
dictment was also found against M. M. Lavin, 
district master workman of assembly 73 
Knights of Labor, charging him with being ac- 
cessory to the murder. Bail was fixed at 
six thousand dollars in each case. 


Coal Miners on a Strike. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., April 9.—Three hun- 
dred and fifty miners are ona strike at tho 
coal mines, fifty miles north of Knoxville. 
They struck after being refused an increase of 
wages. The strike extends to the Standard. 
Woo'ridge and Jellico mines, and will proba- 
ably spread to all the other mines on the 
Knoxville and Ohio railroad. Seven miners 
still at work in the Standard mines are.threat- 
ened with death by the stiikers if they do not 
quit work.,

‘THE IRISH SCHEME. 


CHAMBERLAIN MAKES A SPEECH 
AGAINST IT. 


Complete Separation Preferable to the Pian Proposed 
—His Speech Received With Coldness—Mr. 
Giaéstone Cheered on His Entrance—He 
Gives Notice to Another Bill. 


LoNDON, April9.—When Edward Heneage, 
who last evening resigned the chancellorship 
of the duchy of Lancaster, entered the house 
of commons, this afternoon he was cheered by 
the conservatives. He took a back seat below 
the gangway. 

On the opening of the house several con- 
servatives presented petitions against granting 
a separate parliament to Ireland. 
=r. Gladstone entered the house at 5 o’clock. 
He was greeted with loud and hearty cheers 
by the Parnellite and radical members. Mr. 
Gladstone said that he hoped to finish the de- 
bate on the home rule bill on Monday next. 
He arnounced that the budget would be intro- 
duced Tuesday andthe Irish land bili Thursday, 
the latter being a necessary supplement to the 
home rule bill. He proposed that the house 
adjourn for a whole week’s holiday at Easter. 

MR. CHAMBERLAIN RESUMES THE DEBATE. 

Mr. Chamberlain was received with faint 
cheers upon rising to resume the debate. He 
said tnat he rose more for the purt ose of mak- 
ing a personal explanation than with the ob- 
ject of entering on a detailed discussion of the 
speech of Mr. Gladstone. Continuing, he said 
that when he was asked to join the govern: 
ment he told Mr. Gladstone that he did not 
think it possible to reconcile a separate  par- 

iament at Dublin, as demanded by the Irish 
members, with conditions of full guarantees 
for the-security of the empire, and Mr. Glad- 
stone informed him that all he wanted 
then was an independent inquiry into the 
subject of the government of Ireland. He 
wrote a letter to Mr. Gladstone on January 34, 
in which he explained that he could not con- 
sent to the establishment of a separate parlia- 

ment ip Dublin, and it was on that under- 
stancing that he consented to join the cabinet. 
He had presumed from what Mr. Gladstone 
told him that the whole cabinet would pro- 
ceed, step by step, in consultation to build the 
echeme of home rule, not involving separation. 
It was not until March 13th that Mr. Glad- 
stone started the cabinet by bringing forward 
a scheme involving the issue of one hundred 
and fifty million pounds in consols. 

MR. GLADSTONE INTERRUPTS, 

Atthis point Mr. Gladstone, interrupting, 
reroinded Mr. Chamberlain that he had not 
received permission of her majesty’s govern- 
ment to reveal land proposals, 
Mr. Chamberlain, continuing, said he 

would reserve his explanation. Ile did not 
resign on the Jand purchase proposals alone, 
but on the wholescheme, Still, he asked, how 
could he explain his position if his hands were 
tied? [Conservative cheers.} He asked if he 
might be permitted to read his letter to Mr. 
Gladstone. 

Here an angry discussion took place between 
Chamberlain and Gladstone. The latter de- 
clared that he could not go beyond the limits 
of the permission given Chamberlain, who 
thereupon complained that his explanation 
would be lame and incomplete. He would 
never be able to justify his conduct to the 
house and country. He_ took four principal 
objections to the scheme for the government 
of Ireland. The first was to the proposal to 
exclude Irish members from Westminster. His 
second objection was to renouncing the pro- 
posed exercise of the right of imperial taxa- 
tion. Inthe third place he objects to the sur- 
render of appointments of judges and magis- 
trates. And Onally, he objected to the su- 
preme authority given to the Irish parlia- 
ment in matters not specially excluded from 
its authority. Since he had left the cabinet 
he said animportant change had been made 
by retaining power over customs and excise 
cuties but the proposal nowappeared utterly in 
consistent with the principle that taxation and 
representation should go together. He fur- 
lher objected to any scheme that laid upon 
the British taxpayer a tremendous liability 
with excessive risks, as such 
project could only be looked upon as a bribe 
to modify the hostility of Irish land owners to 
home rule. He did not believe that the Irish 
people would agree to be deprived of ail voice 
in the control of matters and policies in which 
they were deeply interested, and he asserted 
that Jreland was being asked to occupy a de- 
grading position which the people 
would never accept. Further, the 
contribution which Ireland was to 
be called on to pay to the imperial treasury 
was fixed by the scheme, and could not be in- 
creased,even in case the united kingdom 
should be placed in a position of direst peril, 
and where then, he asked, was the in- 
tegrity of the empire? The financial 
question, he continued, divided itself into two 
parts. The English taxpayer would object to 
any additional burden being thrown on him 
to make good Irish deficiences, and the Irish 
taxpayer, if there were a deficiency in the 
budget, owing toga failure of excise and cus- 
toms duties,would be called on to pay new 
taxes, failing which the government would be 
obliged to repudiate their obligations. The 
echeme would be accepted$grudgingly, and in 
the course of two years there would be an at- 
tempt to revise or alter it. As for himself, rather 
than face the future agitation which would be 
certain to prevail between the two countries; 
rather than face distractions and foreign com- 
plications which would arise by having a 
quasi-independent government, he would vote 
for separation pure and simple. {Loud cheers.] 
The opponents of the government’s scheme 
were told that the only alternative was coer- 
cion. That was not hisalternative. Agrarian 
discontent had arisen chiefly through evic- 
tions by landlords. He would propose to de- 
prive landlords of the power to evict for six 
months, guaranteeing them six months’ rent, 
the land being security for the sum advanced. 
During this period a peace commission com- 
posed of members ofevery section represented 
in parliament could conduct an exhaustive 
inquiry into the land question. Besides this, 
he looked for a_ solution of the home 
rule matter in the direction 
of federation. He was not,he declared, pe- 
dantically pledged to his former proposals for 
a national council. Under the federation Ire-

would, he asserted, maintain imperial unity 
ard at the same time satisfy the desires of the 
Irish people for local self-government.

He ridiculed the s heme of Chamberlain 4s 
impracticable and as involving an indefinite 
postpoveiwent of legislation. How could they, 
be asked, Sct up a federation in Ireland with- 
out first starting some kind of leca! legisla- 
tion ? 

LUBBOCK EXPRESSES HIS VIEWS. — 

Sir Jobn Lubbock, liberal, said he believed 
that if the bill was passed at all, it would be 
against the wishes of a great majority of the 
people of the country. The bill was entirely 
opposite to the views expressed by the premier 
in his Midlothian speeches, and its result 
would be a dismemberment of the empire. 

The marquis of Hartington rose to speak at 
10 p. m., and was loudly cheered. It repuired, 
he said, no prolonged examination of the 
scheme submitted last night with so much 
eloquence and ability, to say that the projet 
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for establishing future relations between 
this country and Ireland was one which 
it would be absolutely impossible for them to 
make themselves partiesto. [Cheers] The 
distinguishing feature ofthe act of the union 
was the creation of one sovereign legislature, 
which was to be the sole legislative body for 
the kingdoms of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and it was the kingdom thus legislatively 
united that was meant when they spoke of 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland. [Cheers. ] The 
country, he said, had had no sufficient warn- 
ing, ithad had no warning at all, that any 
proposals ofthe magnitude and vastness of 
that which were explained last night were to 
be considered in the present parliament, 
much less that they were to form the first sub- 
ject for consideration. [Cheers.}] The house 
of commons had no ~wmoral_ rizht 
to initiate legislation of which the 
constituencies had not been previously 
informed. The result of the last election was 
not altogether what had been expected. The 
present triumph of the liberals was not as com- 
plete as had been anticipated, and if it had 
been known that the first work of the new par- 
liament and a liberal ministry was to be an 
entire resettlement of the legislative relations 
between England and Ireland, it was impossi- 
ble to say that the result mizht not ‘have been 
the return of a large conservative majority. 
[Opposition cheers. } 

f the proposals of the premier were accept 
ed by Irish members, it would only give them 
vantage ground for demanding fresh conces- 
sions. Whatever might be the fate of the 
measure, its introduction by a responsible 
minister would have done much that could 
never be recalled. [Cheers.] This meas- 
ure wouid henceforth be the minimum 
of the Irish demand, If, as he thought likely, 
it did not command the support of people of 
the country its introduction, without adequate 
consideration or preparation, would have aid- 
ed vastly to the great difficulties of the fature 
government of Ireland. [Cheers.] He couid 
not Believe that the people of England would 
consent to the loyal minority in Ireland being 
handed over to the majority without more 
effectual and more adequate protection than 
was afforded by the provisions of this bill. 
{Loud cheers. ] 

If the scheme was good for Ireland, it wa; 
good equally for Scotland and Wales. If the 
latter demanded domestic legislatures of their 
own and the demand were conceded, the result 
would be that there would bo a 
house of parliament with every 
Scotch and Welsh member excluded, acting 
as an imperial legislature for the whole United 


. Kingdom. [Cheers.] If the people of England 


ard Scotland thought injustices was being 
done to the minority in Ireland, that minority 
would not appeal to them in vain, and he 
feared that in that way the bill introduced in 
the interests of peace was likely to occasion 
more serious disturbance than that yet 


arisen. ‘We cannot,” he said, “escape from 4 


the responsibility by a delegation to another 
body of executive power, which we know 
wou'd beused by it in a manner we should 
cerdemn.” 

Continuing, he said now that the people had 
been brought face to face with the aiter- 
native of the disruption of the empire or the 
evils and calamaties that would follow from a 
rejection of this scheme, they would. he be- 
lieved, require that their representatives 
should, in relation to Irish affairs, agree to 
sink ail minor differences, [opposition cheers] 
and unite as one man to hand down to their 
snecessors the great empire, compact and com- 
plete as they had inherited it, and to main- 
tain throughout its length and breadth the 
undisputed supremacy of the law. 

Hartington’s speech met with a 
eeption than'did Chamberlain’s. 

Mr. Gladstone has placed on notice paper of 
the house of commons a notice that he will 
ask leave on Thursday to introduce a bill to 
make amended provision. for the sale ,and 
purchzse of land in Ireland.

THE PRESS AND PEOPLE. 


How the News was Received Everywhere — 
Press Comments, 

NEW YorK, April 9.—Not among 
Irishmen, but among all nationalities in this 
citv today, Mr. Gladstone’s proposed schemes 
for home-rule in Ireland, as expressed in his 
speech yesterday, is the general topic of dis- 
cussion. Itappears to meet with general ap- 
proval. Jrishmen who have taken the promi- 
nent lead in the land league and national 
league movements think it is one that can be 
accepted by the Irish people. They do not 
leok upon it asa finality, but a mujoriiy seem 
willing to content themselves, for the present 
at least, with what is offered in it. It does not 
give all they desire, but they express the 
cpinion that it is more likely to be successful 
than if more were now demanded. Whatever 
oh jection may be found to some of its details, 
they say it is a step in the right direction, and 
praise is everywhere accorded to Mr. Glad- 
stone’s courage. 

EXTRA EDITIONS DEMANDED, 

Lonpon, April 9.—Dispatches from all over 
Great Britain and Ireland show that every- 
where popular interest was absorbed in the 
outcome of yesterday evening’s proceedings in 
the becuse of commons, Extra editions of the 
various daily newspapers were published as 
rapidly as news could be obtained from Lon- 
don and printed, and sales everywhere are re 
ported to have been enormous. Country people 
went into the towns everywhere and re- 
mained over night to hear the earliest and 
I: test news from parliament. 

LONDON, April 9.—The Times in its com- 
ments upon Mr. Gladstone’s great speech yes- 
terday says: 

“In snbstance, the measure proposes to place 
reland in a position net like that of the American 
jnion, but like that of Canada—a self-governing 
rovince. Separation is complete and absolute in 
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which it is professed 
ill sccure suprcmacy of the imperial parliamént 
ust. in practice, be worthless, since there is no 
ficient sanction behind them. This is the cardi- 
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ral point to which public opinion must be imme- 
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liately directed. Is the nation prepared to give 
lieland independent political existence? Wecan- 
not suppose that there is any room for doubt on 
that point. lt would be grossiy unfair to assume 
that the house will consent to a second reading of 
the measure, which cannet possibly survive the 
debates in committee.’ 

The Standard says: 

Not the least striking feature of the scheme is its 
eruissions. The absence of any special provision 
for Ulster is the first thing thet condemnsthe bill. 
Hardly less astonishing is the frankness with 
which Mr. Gladstone explained the grounds on 
which Ireland, hough saddled with a portion of 
imperial taxetion, would have no representatives 
at Westminster. The whole argument is vitiated 
by incapacity in the face of plain facts. Mr. Par- 
nell’s ‘peech is evidence that he would require the 
immed.ate, instead of ultimate, transfer of the 
constabulary tothe Irish executive abrogation of 
checks which Mr. Gladstone would place on the 
proceedings of Irish parliament, and the redaction 
of the very moderate sum which Ireland fs to con- 
tribute for the expenses of the empire. If the 
cornmittee are unprepared to accede to his views 
on these points, the bill will not satisfy Trish sepa- 
ratists, whom it was primarily meant to Content. 
We cannot believe the measure will mect with the 

nrroval of aby large section of the queen's sub- 
iects. It is a message of discord, not of peace.

THE FIGHT AT LAREDO. 


GOVERNOR IRELAND, OF TEXAS, 
SENDS TROOPS. 


Colonel Barnard’s Statement in Regard to His later- 
ference in the Riot-The Feeling Very Bitter 
Between the Factions and Another Oat- 
break Feared—News of Interest.

LAREDO, April 9.—At daylight yesterday 
moruing the federal troops withdrew from the 
city, no disturbance whateverjhaving occurred 
during the night. ByS‘a. m. the city had 
apparently assumed its usual brsiness aspect 
and the day passed quietly. Since the disper- 
sion ofthe rioters Wednesday evening by 
United States troops not an armed citizen has 
been seen on the streets. Bitter feeling, how- 
ever, exists between the two political parties 
and the least overt act would fan it intea 
flame. All the afternoon the belis in the 
Catholic church were tolling a sad requiem ag 
the bodies of the victims of Wednesday’s fight 
wereconveyed to the graveyard. Following 
is a complete list of killed:

COLONEL BARNARD’S STATEMENT, 

Colonel Barnard makes the following state- 
ment in relation to his interference in the 
riot: “I expected trouble, and did not wait te 
be requested by either party, but marched my 
men double quick on hearing the firing. I 
knew that Sheriff Sanchez was the leader of 
the Bota party, and that City Marshal Bayard 
was the Huarche leader. Therefore, there 
was no legal authority to protect peaceable 
men, women and children when the conflict 
commenced. I acted wholly on my own re- 
sponsibility in the interest of humanity. There 
is no statute law that  anthorizes 
my action. The emergency did not admit of 
delay, so I determined to act and get authority 
from the war department afterwards. I never 
saw two parties better prepared than were the 
combatants °when they saw our boys file in 
between them. If necessary, however, Icould - 
justify my action that I moved against the in- 
vaders from Mexico, asI have knowledge of 
numbers of men coming over from Laredo, 
Mexico, carrying arms in skifls. Thirty-two 
carbines handed over to me last night aresuch 
as I never saw anywhere except in Mexican 
civil service. I shall keep a detachment of 
troops on guard at the postoflice, customhouse 
and national bank until the state forces arrive.” 

Colonel Barnard’s action is highly commend- 
ed by all parties. Today it is admitted the 
battle would have been kept up all night and 
bundreds killed had he not acted promptly. 
The colonel led the forces. As he crossed 
Main street bullets were flying thick and fast, 
but he turned neither to the right or lefc, but 
marched bis men to the center of the plaza, 
and flourishing his sword. commanded the 
combatants to retire. Sheriff sarchez imme- 
diately handed over his arms and called off 
the Botas. Licutenant Thurston’s actionsdar- 
ing the excitement was daring in the extreme. 
Thegsituation tonight is now of quietness, but 
the trouble 1s not over.

New York, April?.—James A. Richmoad, 
president of the Broadway Surface railroad, 
has been arrested on an indictment charging 
bim with being connected with the Broadway 
railway franchise bribery. Ile was arrested 
on a bexch warrant issued from the court of 
gencral sessidus, His arrest followed as one 
the first and direct results of Alderman 
Waifte’s confession. Richmond lived long at 
the Brevvoort house when Waite was owner of 
the hotel, and the alderman’s confession makes 
bim out the chief manager of the boodle busi- 
ness, who put Waite uptoail the tricks and 
jobs by means of which the franchise steal 
was accomplished.

THE Fort Worth labor riot, in which sev- 
eral lives were lost, has been. followed by a 
mere disastrous one in East St. Louis, in 
which six were killed and several were 
wounded. The greatest excitement prevailed 
throughout the day in St. Louis, and a gen-

with which Knight of Labor Brown display- 
ed in trying to restrain the excited mob, is 


deserving of the highest praise, and to him, | 


more than anyone else, is due the credit of 
confining the fatalites to the first outbreak. 
Everything is yet inan unsettled condition 
in the west, and there is no telling where or 
when the next clash will occur. 


A New Road to Savannah. 

THE CONSTITUTION has had little to say 
about the Dublin and Savannah road, be- 
cause it has known little about it. It looks 
now, however, as if the road would be built. 
If so, it will be a most important public en- 
terprise. It strikes the Central fairly at the 
throat, and opens an independent line to our 
chief seaport. 

On yesterday the mortgage for $3,000,000 
was duly executed and signed in the capitol. 
The bonds have been delivered to Mr. Lin- 
derman, who states that he has already sold 
them to a firm of London bankers. The con- 
tracts for a ldrge part of the line were signed 
yesterday, and forty miles are to be com- 
pleted in sixty days. Mr. Linderman states 
that on the Ist of October he will run a loco- 
motive from Savannah into Macon. The 
ultimate terminus of the road is Birming- 
ham, via Columbus. The immediate scheme 
involves the building ot a branchline to 
Americus. Mr. Linderman further declares 
that he has contracted with a line of steam- 
ers to ply directly between Liverpool and 
Savannah. These facts we puton record as 
we get them. Mr. Linderman and his asso- 
ciates have not asked a dollar of subscrip- 
tion from Georgians. If this independent 
line is built to Savannah, it may open to 
Atlanta the cheapest and best route to the 
sea. It may be that by building to 
meet it we can get the justice persistently 
denied us by the Central. It may be that 
it will unlock the gates that are closed 
against us. If so, we can get to it withouta 
doubt. We understand that Mr. Linder- 
man will return to Atlanta in about ten 
days, when he will lay before the merchants 
of Atlanta the situation as it will be devel- 
oped by the building of his road, and will 
talk with them about the future. He is 
positive as to the success of his road. And 
on his positive statements, he will receive a 
full and attentive hearing from our people.

Mr. Gladstone's Home-Rule Battle. 

Those who secured seats in the house of 
commons on Thursday witnessed a scene 
that will live in history as long as English 
history lasts. So far as Mr. Gladstone’s 
place in history is concerned, it matters lit- 
tle whether he is kept in office or turned 
out in the contest that will take place over 
the measure. It matters little because the 
measure will be adopted soon or late, and 
Mr. Gladstone will receive in history the 
credit that pertains to the originator of a 
measure of pacification and reform. He will 
deserve such credit, because he alone of 
English statesmen has had the wisdom and 
courage to champion a measure that will 
bring peace where disorder and discontent 
have long prevailed. | 

When Mr. Gladstone stated in the house 
that the administrative system of Ireland 
should be Irish, instead of English, he ex- 
plained his entire Irish policy. He showed 
at once that he had drawn a bill based upon 


. Justice, common sense and the experience ot 


other nations. What has begn good in Fin- 
land, in Norway and Sweden, in Hungary, 
and in Germany, he would have in Ireland. 
He holds that national power and local lib- 
erty are by no means incompatible ; that, on 
the other hand, they are eminently adapted 
to a nation composed of distinct races. There 
would be as much justice ‘and sense in a 
control.of English home affairs by Irishmen 
as in acontrol of Irish home affairs by Eng- 
lishmen. And one of the excellent features 
efthe new bill consists in the fact that the 


an Irish parliament. 

The details of the plan, under which Irish- 
men are to manage their own affairs, are ad- 
mirably conservative and well balanced. 
in the imperial parliament, but they are to. 
zetain al] their constitutional rights of ap- 
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other words—on any subject that affects 
them. This givesthem all the voice and 
representation they will be apt to claim or 
| need. The imperial government retains the 
right to control the customhouses of Ire- 
Jand, and thus ean prevent Ireland from 
saddling British goods with oppressive or 
probibitory taxes, but all taxes colleeted in 
Ireland are to beon Irish account, The 


pay her proportion of imperial expenses, be- 
cause British fleets and armies and diplom- 
acy will keep her safe against, and give her 
an equal chance in, the rest of the w 

To provide against hot-headed legislation in 
the new Irish parliament, an upper house is 
provided for, which will mere particularly 
represent the land and capital of the island, 
and which is to possess a limited veto power, 
The viceroy is to become a mere figure-head. 
In short, Ireland is to have the liberty that 
an American state enjoys, and in some re- 
spects she will beeven more independent 
and self-controlling. 

Mr. Gladstone is a firm believer in the 
efficacy of local self-government in the pro- 
motion of national unity. His cabinet is 
now solidly behind him, and the belief pre- 
vails that as the problem is discussed and 
considered, home rule will commend itself 
to all who desire to strengthen the empire 
by securing the complete pacification of Ire- 
Jand. The outlook is vertainly much brighter 
than it was ten daysago. If the Chamber- 
lain-Trevelyan bolt does not carry seventy 
liberals over to the tory side, the bill will 
be carried. There are no indications as yet 
that the defection will include half that 
numberof members. All forecasts are, how- 
ever, very uncertain, as party lines cannot 
be strictly drawn on such a measure. There 
are tory apprehensions, in fact, that seme of 
the more selfish of their party will support 
the Gladstone policy, beeause they want the 
government to relieve them of their Irish in- 
vestments. Noone knows what Lord Hart- 
ington will do. No one knows what the de- 
cisive vote willbe, but all just, unprejudiced 
men will be apt to conclude that nothing 
short of the Gladstone scheme will meet the 
case. Nothing but lrish folly and impa- 
ticnce can prevent its adoption, soon or late, 
and with Mr. Parne}l in control! of the Irish 
side, anything of that kind need not be appre- 
hended. Mis place in history is really as 
secure as Mr. Gladstone’s. Two great men 
seem to have met to settde a knotty and grave 
problem.

The Pan-Electric Scandal. 

leferring to a recent statement in the New 
York Sun to the effect that the government 
suit in the telephone case, instead of break- 
ing up the Bell monopoly, will merely trans- 
fer the powers of that corporation to another 
which will be an equally powerful monop- 
oly, we inquired of our coatemporary what 
pessible interest under these cireamstances 
Mr. Garland and the other democratic hold- 
ers of Pan- Rogers stock could have in the case. 

We gather from the reply of the Sun that 
the people have a ‘‘dwindling’’ interest in 
the case: and yet our contemporary is not so 
sure of this, for its explanation is somewhat 
diffuse. The truth of the business is that 
the Sun and other newspapers, in their de- 
sire to puta stop to this scandal, have pro- 
ceeded somewhat too hastily. There is no 

wrong in the suit or in the bringing of the 
-suit, for the courts themselves are barriers 
against wrong and injustice—and it is not 
supposed that the holders of the Pan-Rogers 
stock are powerful enough to control or to 
corrupt the tribunals of justice. 

The point which we desire to make, and 
to which we desire to call the attention of 
the Sun, is this: that the cause of the scan- 
dal lies deeper than the bringing of any suit 
to test the validity of the Bell patents. The 
wrong consists in the fact that Mr. Garland 
and the other democratic officials who are in 
the same boat with him consented to accept 
Pan-Electric stock without consideration. 
No matter whethcr it was worthless or valu- 
able, the moral, or immoral, aspect of the 
transaction is the same. When these demo- 
cratic officials accepted this stock and pock- 
eted it, they knew that they were expected 
to give the company an eqnivalent in the 
shape of influence. This was the considera- 
tion, and this constitutes the essence of the 
scandal. 

Was the Pan-Electric stock given out to 
Tom, Dick and Harry regardless ot their po- 
sition and influence? Notatall. The men 
who ‘‘got in on the ground flpor’’—to employ 
a beautifal phrase that has been invented to 
fit this affair—were all picked men, They 
were selected on account of their position 
and influence. They were not required to 
pay in money for,the stock they pocketed, 
because they were expected to pay in influ- 
enee. Thatis the whole story, and it is a 
very sadone. We have here the spectacle 
of prominent men in office willing to barter 
their influence for the privilege of getting in 
on the ground floor of a speculative corpora- 
tion. They either knew they were barter- 
ing their influence and official position, or 
they did not. If they knew it, th ir lack of 
moral sensibility was shameful; if they did 
not know it their lack of moral perception is 
shocking. Herein lies the scandal. The 
democratic party and the democratic admin- 
istration will have to purge ‘itself of these 


people. 


A Royal Ghost. ; 

In this country we have our haunted 
houses, but they are common-place affairs by 
the side of those to be found in the old 
‘world.

The American policy has been so circum- 
ecribed by the farcical timidity of our various 
administrations since the war, that it seems 
unreasonable to suppose that the people of 
this country will be able to understand the 
trueinwardness, 80 to speak, of the motives 
that led Mr. Gladstone to make his recent re- 
markable speech in favor of Irish home rule. 
This home rule business, it should be borne 
in mind, is not Irishso muchas itis Ameri- 
can.

WHILE such statisticians as Judge Tourgee 
figure it out that the negroes will soon out- 
number the southern whites, a London paper 
takes the following view: 

The statistics of mortality in the United States 
seem to show that the negro question—so far as it 
still exists—is likely to settle itself without extra- 
neous interference. In six cities the negro death- 
rate has been kept distinct from that of the white 
penne, mage and the result is certainly startling. In 

ouisville the white death-rate is 20.04 per 1,000; 
among the blacks the death-rate is 31.76. In 
Washington it is 17.80 for whites; 35.45 for blacks. 
In Richmond 19.12 and 31.95. In Baltimore, 21.71 
and 37.61. In New Orleans, 26.41 and 35.61. In 
Charleston, 25.78 and 45. Thus, in two of these cities 
the mortality among the blacks is almost exactly 
double that among the white population; in the 
others it is almost a third greater. The results are 
surprising, especially when it is considered that 
they are not taken in the cold north, butin the 
warmer regions, which would, it might be thought, 
have been more suitable tothe negro constitution 
than tothe white. If this rate of mortality fs kept 
up, by the end of another century the black man 
will almost have disappeared off the face of the 
North American continent.

Hereditary Crime. 

T. J. C., Athens, Tenn,: Who were the 
Jukes” 

The Jukes were a family living in northern New 
York, who became notorious for lawlessness and 
worthleéssness. Several years ago Richard L. Dug- 
dale investigated the history of this family, and 
the report of his researches was published under 
the auspices of the New York Prison association. 
The neighborhood in which this family lived was 
a thoroughly bad one, con a number of 
other families with a record nearly, if not quite, as 
bad as that of the Jukes. Their original ancestors 
had been squatters in the rocky fastnesses of the 
hill country, living in hovels, too idle to attempt 
For generations the men 
had been thieves, and the women utterly depraved 
in character. Of the Juke family there bad been 
six sisters, five of whom had married in*the 
neighborhood, s0 that their record and that of 
their descendants could be traced. Mr. Dugdale 
treced the progeny oi these five sisters through five 
succeeding generations, thus making the total 
record of heredity which he was able to follow 
séven generations, including the parents of the 
sisters mentioned. The mwumber of descendants he 
found registered included 540 individaals related 
by blood to the Jukes, and 169 by marriage or co- 
habitation, in ali 709 persons alive or dead. Ont of 


these 709 deseendants of the Juke girls, 180 were 
| paupers, and received relief, in whole or in part,

years of elms house life at $100 a year, we have a 
total of $15,00°, and out-door relief for 
2,150 years at $15 4 year we have $32,250 more, or an 
aggregate expended from the public fund of $7,- 
250 during seventy-five years for this family of 
Jukes. Taking into account depredations on priv- 
ate property also, Mr. Dugdale estimated that this 
family in less than a century had cost their 
community a total of $1,308,000. Mr. Dugdale found 
that a small per cent of the Jnkes, especially when 
they had moved away from their ancestral neigh- 
borhcod, ultimately became honest, hard-working 
Citizens. The argument of his report, therefore, 
was that it ii theduty of the community to pre- 
vent, by every means of education within its reach, 
the perpetuation of vice and idleness.

Yesterday a very important transaction oc- 
curred in the state treasurer’s Office, 

A mortgage was exccated by the officers of 
the Savannah, Dublin and Western railroad 
for three willion dollars. This mortgage was 
on the property of the proposed road and con- 
veyed al) the rights, interests, franchises, etc., 
te Captain Evan P. Howell, Hon. Robert M. 
Hardeman and Mr. Howard E. W. Palmer as 
trustees. The gentlemen act as trustees for 
English capitalists who will take the bonds of 
the road. The mortgage which secures the 
bonds was witnessed by Major Jones, priaci- 
pal clerk ofthe secretary of state and by a 
representative of Tae ConsTITUTION. A copy 
ofthe bond was on exhibition. On the back of 
the bond was. signed: “Savannah, Dub- 
lin and Western railroad, Short Line 
railway company. $1,000 first mort- 
gage gold bond. Interest 6 per cent, payable 
January lst and July Ist. Principal due Jan- 
vary Ist, 1916. Principal and interest, payable 
at the Guarantee Trust and Safe Dep$sit com- 
pany, Philadelphia.”

THE CHINESE EMBASSY. 


San Francisco Officials Deny That Any Dis- 
courtesy Was Shown, 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The acting secretary 
of the treasury bas received the following tel- 
egrams in regard to the alleged discourteous 
treaiment of the Chinese minister: 

Sim Francisco, Cal, April 8, 1886—Secretary of 
the Treasury, Washington, D. C.—The department 
letter of the 28d ult. was promptly communicated 
tothe surveyor, with instructions to accord all 
facilities tothe Chinese embassev. No discourt- 
esy has been shown them. On the contrary un- 
usualindulgence wasextended.

The Chinese consul at this port neither 
gave to this office notice of their arrival nor made 
application for facilities.

The New. Senator From Colifornia Sworn In

WASHINGTON, April 9.—In the senate Mr. 
Standford submitted the credentials of Hon. 
Geo. Hearst, appointed by the governor of 
California United States senator until the next 
meeting of the legislature of that state, vice 
senator John F. Miller, deceased. 

The credentials having been read the new 
senator was escorted to the desk by Mr. Stand- 
ford, where President pro tem.

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The only public park in Atlanta, containing 
100 acres, and lying on the southeast edge of 
the corporation limits, is named for the muni- 
ficent donor of the land—Colonel L. P. Grant, 
who gave it to the city in trust for park pur- 
poses. Inadirect line it is about one‘mile 
and a quarter from the Central Passenger rail- 
road station (the centcr of the city), but the 
street cars run probably a mile and a half dis- 
tant from the depot. 

The-deed to the Jand was executed May 17th, 
1883, and after preliminary surveys, active 
work was commenced witha moderate force 
on June 14th, and continned three or four 
months each . year in the summer time. 
As parks require steady work for an indefi- 
nite time, the commission is still improving 
and beautifying the Grant park, and will con- 
tinue to do so as rapidly as the appropriations 
from the city will permit. 

The land issingularly well adapted for land- 
Bcape purposes, covered with a superb native 
flora, with a varied and picturesque topogra- 
phy, abounding in fine springs (one of which 
has valuable mineral qualities) and clear run- 
ming water. A line of heavy confederate 
breastworks runs diagonally across the south 
side of the park, starting from a strong, four 
gun battery (now knowu as Fort Walker) on 
the southeast corner—not far from where Gen- 
eral Walker and General McPherson were 
killed in the great battle of July 22, 1861. 
With the limited appropriations, a great deal 
of work has been done since 1883. About four 
miles of fine drives have been graded and are 
in good order. These (as it is desired to make 
the place a park for the state as well as for the 
city) have been named for Georgia’s principal 
cities—as Savannah, Augusta, Macon, Colum- 
bus, Rome, Brunswick, Griffin, Madison, etc.

No 
shocting, no profane or impure language or 
conduct, intemperance, etc., will ,be allowed. 
This is provided for by the laws of the state 
and city, as the commission hope to make this 
pleasure ground a safe, free and pleasant resort 
for the people. Now, then, how to get there 
at present, a good driveway is via Hanter, Hill 
and Milledge streets. Anderson street will 
soon be open from Washington street and Cap- 
itol avenue, and the park Boulevard will 
probably be opened and graded from the north- 
east corner of the park to connect with the 
Boulevard to Ponce de Leon and Angier 
springs, and thence to Peachtree street and 
Peters park.

war. A costly pedestal, presented by the Hal- 
lowell Granite company, stands in the center 
of the batteries, upon which it is hoped soon to 
place a statue of peace. Ina few weeks two 
bronze lions will be mounted at the fort. 

Directly in front of the pavilion a walk leads 
across Savannah and Athens avenues, connect- 
ing on the left with ‘Ladies walk” in Glen 
Mary, and by a bridge over “Fairy water’ to 
the ladies’ closet. On the right a walk runs 
near Athens avenue to the mineral spring on 
Savannah avenue. 

A bronze figure, representing the angel at 
the pool of Bethesda, will soon be set near the 
spring at the head of Glen Mary. 

All respectable people are cordially invited 
to visit the park, and it is hoped that they 
will find the place so agreeable that they will 
aid the commission, not only in preserving or- 
der, preventing depredation and defacement, 
but help in beautifying the place which be 
longs to them.

James Findley. a noted character who is 
wanted by the United States authorities, was 
arrested at Chattanooga Thursday night, but 
made good his escape by jumping from the 


rain. : 
§ The story of Findley’s escape the first time 
wil] be remembered by many of the readers of 
THE CONSTITUTION. James Find and his 
father, Webb Findley, were in 1832 
for burning a barn and storehouse belonging 
to Deputy Collector John W. Stewart, of Union 
county. The father and son were brought to 
Atlanta and tried in the United States court. 
The evidence was very strong against the two 
men, and the jury, after being out oulya few 
minutes, brought in a verdict of guilty. The 
two men picked their chance and suddenly 
“made a dive out of the door and down stairs, 
brandishing their pistols and swearing they 
would kill the first man who attempted to ar- 
rest them. Just as old man Findley was go- 
ing out of the door on the first floor he wasseized 
by officers and detained, but James made good 
his next heard of 
him in Texas, but 
all efforts to get near enough to pull him proved 
fruitless. His father was sent to Albany for 
two years, served his term and came back to 
his home in Murray county, where he is now 
living. Thursday night a telegram was re- 
ceived at the marshal’s office, stating that 
James Findley was on the train. The telegram 
was from Deputy Collector Kirkley and was 
dated at Tunnel Hill. He asked for instruc- 
tions. Chief Deputy Mitchell wired the deputy 
marshal to pull him, and when the train 
rolled into Chattanooga Findley found himself 
a prisoner. He gave in without much re- 
sistance. Yesterday Marshal Nelms made 
out the necessary papers, and instructed 
Deputy Marshal Garrison to go to Chattanooga 
and bring Findley back to Atlanta. At 12:55 
yesterday afternoon the officer boarded the 
Western and Atlantic train to go after the 
prisoner, but while this was going on Deputy 
Marshal Kirkley was on the Atlanta bound 
train with the prisoner, securely handcuffed. 
Just before the train reached Graysville 
Findley asked the officer to let him get some 
water, which was agreed to. Instead o 
getting the water he walked out on to 
the platform of the car and sprang off, 
and before the marsbal could realize what had 
happened Findley had picked himself up and 
was making tracks through the woods. He 
could not run very fast as, his hands were 
cuffed in front of him. At Graysville Marshal 
Kirkley got off the train and went back in 
search of Findley, but it is supposed he has 
not found him, as nothing was heard at the 
msrsbal’s oftice up to a late hour last nicht.
